Experiment 
to find the correct amount of such soap to use but do not 
have more than one to one and a half inches of suds 
above the water level.

S h e riff John C arp enter 
recently released some in­ 
teresting information concern­ 
ing the rising number of 
crimes. 
M any explanations have 
been offered for the continued 
in creases in crim es, the 
sheriff reports. Many of these 
relate to socioeconomic fac­ 
tors such as poverty, dis­ 
crim ination, overcrowding 
and unemployment. There is, 
however, no definitive data

Carpenter states that it is 
true that many criminals are 
poor and. or. are members of 
minority groups 
It 
is also 
true, however, that most poor 
people and most members of 
minority groups are not 
criminals 
Recent polls also 
show that 
the poor and 
members of minority groups 
are also the most supportive of 
strict 
law enf orcem en t. 
Further, crime has shown its 
highest 
increases during 
periods of generally rising 
prosperity 
Carpenter states that 
the 
one theory about the rising 
number of crimes that is sup­ 
ports! bv definitive data is 
that the rise in crimes is due to 
the increasing numbers of peo­ 
ple in the most crime prone 
group, ages 15 to 24 In recent 
years, persons of age 15 to 24 
have accounted for over 75 per 
l ent of all serious crimes, but 
constituted only 27 per cent of 
tbt* total population 
Age 1H 
has been the most crime-prone 
single age 
According to a recent county 


census, Carpenter states that 
th is 
d a t a 
has 
g r e a t 
significance for local law en­ 
forcement. According to the 
census figures and assuming 
that juvenile crime rate re­ 
mains relatively constant, the 
total 
number of juvenile 
crimes should begin to drop 
starting this year This will oc­ 
cur because of the decreasing 
number of juveniles By 1979, 
there will be 22 per cent less 
persons age 15 to 18 than in 
1975 For one age group alone, 
by 1985, there will be 35 per 
cent fewer 17-year-olds than 
there were in 1975 In theory, 
at least, this should mean that 
crim es by juveniles have 
reached their peak.
